REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
references of Baldwin (US 2002/0095018) and Kennedy (US 2002/0095018), which were 
relied upon as primary references in the 103(a) rejections cited in the previous Office 
action have been disqualified as prior art references. Applicant's have stated that both of 
the above references were commonly owned by Honeywell at the time of the filing date 
of the instant application. Terminal Disclaimers have also been filed in accordance with 
37 CFR 1.321(c). 

Kennedy and Baldwin are believed to be the closest prior art available. In 
summary, the compounds of formula (I) as claimed are believed to be novel and 
unobvious over the prior art.
